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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in page 8 of the Remarks, applicant argued that 
Feldman fails to teach or suggest allocatinq a pair includinq an IP address and port number in TCP or UDP to a VCI and outputting IP 
packets whose headers have the IP address and the port number via a VC corresponding to the VCI when the packet switchinq system 
receives the IP packets is not persuasive because Feldman in col. 3 lines 11-17 and 51-61 recite using the teast significant bytes of the 
IP address as the VCI value and the port for receiving cells reads on allocating IP address and port number via VC corresponding to the 
VCI as claimed; in page 8 of the Remarks, applicant argued that Feldman fails to teach or suggest that if IP packets headers have a 
certain part identical with previous input IP packets, then the allocated VCI is the same as a VCI allocated to the previously input packets, 
and if the certain part of the IP packet headers is different from the previously input IP packet, then the allocated VCI is an idle VCI is not 
persusasive because col. 16 lines 21-35 recite the step of allocating the VC label, previously learned and Col. 11 lines 9- 30 recite the 
step of allocating new VCI, i.e. idle VCI, to new path, i.e. path which is different from the previous path anticipate if IP packet headers have 
a certain part identical with the previously input IP packets, then the allocated VCI is the same as a VCI allocated to the previously input IP 
packets and if the certain part of the IP packet headers is different from the previously input IP packets, then the allocated VCI is an idle 
VCI; and in page 8 of the Remarks, applicant argued that Feldman fails to teach or suggest the VC is included in VP and all IP packets are 
transmitted, not according to the VCI, but according to a VPI of the VP in an ATM network is not persuasive because col. 4 lines 36-49 
recite using the VPI for switching cells along the switched connection and keeping the VCI value unaltered clearly reads on IP packets 
being transmitted, not according to the VCI, but according to a Virtual Path Identifier (VPI) of the Virtual Path in an ATM network as 
claimed. 
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
